Rifai asserts charges 
against him fabricated 

Ex-premier says ‘corruption’ probes 
part of campaign against the regime

AMMAN — One day after tire 
Lower House of Parliament re- 
jected a motion to indict him cm 
charges of mismanagement of 
public funds, former Prime 
Minister Zdd Rifai tfisnrigsed as 
politically motivated the recom- 
mendation which was made by 
the chamber’s Investigations 
Committee. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times and a statement he issued 
to tire press Tnesdy, Mr. Rifai 
said the House’s panel “behaved 
like a political lynch mob” who 


but also “what I represented poli- 
tically.” 

"They (members of tire com- 
mittee) fabricated stories (in an 
attempt) to shake confidence in 
tire system for political reasons 
and objectives,” be said. "They 
know that their objectives were 
politicaL” 


The House, after 12 boors of 
graeQmg debate tins and last 
Monday, where more than 60 
deputies vested their anger over 
power abuses in previous 
cabinets, decided not to indict 
Mr. Rifai and his Finance Minis- 
ter Hanna Odeh. But they se- 
. cured the necessary two-thirds 
majority needed to indict former 
Public Works Minister Mahmoud 
Hawamdeh on charges of mis- 
management of public funds in a 
multi -milli on dollar highway con- 
struction contract in 1987. 

The Investigations Committee, 
charged with digging out corrup- 
tion cases in the pre-democracy 
era, recommended to tire Lower 
House that the three officials be 
indicted for squandering public 
funds and co n tr a ct in g an Indian 
company at higher prices than 
those offered by competitors, in- 
cluding Indian company. 

Most deputies attached high 
hopes on tire “corruption case” 
debate as a way to fulfill promises 


they made to their constituents 
during their campaigns for tire 
1989 national elections to combat 
corruption, most Parliament 
observers maintain. 

The elections were called after 
riots broke out in tire south of 
Jordan in April 1989 over fuel- 
price increases and charges of 
corrupt practices by the Rifai 
gov e r n ment. The Rifai cabinet 
resigned a few days later. 

Mr. Rifai, who said he had 
received a lot of support during 
tire debate over tins case, main- 
tamed that it was dear from the 
report submitted by the House 
panel that “character assassina- 
tion and defamation of the per- 
sons involved was the true objec- 
tive.” 

He rejected as untrue that 
Monday’s vote indicted him poli- 
tically if not legally. He charged 
that tire objectives of those who 
tried to indict him were to ensure 
that his political career is finished 
but “they failed.”

Asked whether he would re- 
turn to public office now that he 
has come out- of a three-year 
self-imposed silence, Mr. Rifai 
said: “Official positions don’t 
mean much to me in that they are 
not the objective but a means of 
serving my country.” 

“I differentiate between poli- 
tical work, public office and pub- 
lic life. I am part of public life and 
will -continue to be part of it,” he 
added.

AMMAN — Speaker of the Low- 
er House of Parliament Abdul 
Latif Arabiyat has described 
Monday’s session of the House as 
an historic achievement and a 
source of pride for every Jorda- 
nian. 

“I don’t care who was and who 
was not indicted. The session was 
an historic one that transcended 
tribal sensitivities and egoistic in- 
dividualism,” Dr. Arabiyat told 
members of the Jordan Press 
Association (JPAj on Tuesday. 

“(The session’s) outcome was 
honourable,” be said. 

Dr. Arabiyat rejected axgum- 
nents that tire investigation of 
alleged corruption of government 
officials is an infringement upon 
,tbe system, saying that “corrup- 
tion hides behind authority to 
protect itself.” 

“The regime itself provided for 
mechanisms to investigate cor- 
ruption. The regime is innocent 
of all tins,” he said. 

Pointing that Monday’s session 
was tire first of its kind in the 
history of Jordan, Dr. Arabiyat 


said that Jordanians were not 
aware of the cons ti t uti onal provi- 
sion for trying government offi- 
cials. Nor did the government. 
Parliament and tire judicial sys- 
tem know how to handle corrup- 
tion charges against government 
officials until tire House opened 
these cases, he said. 

Dr. Arabiyat said the judicial 
system “was stunned” when cor- 
ruption cases were referred to it 
by the House. 

The Azraq-Jaff road case was 
tire first of four cases returned to 
the House from tire judiciary 
because they did not fall within its 
jurisdiction. The other three 
cases involve alleged mismanage- 
ment of public funds in tire con- 
struction of tire Siwaqa Prison 
and Abu Nnsseir Housing Project 
and the purchase of feed by the 
Ministry of Supply. 

The House’s Investigations 
Committee, which has tire legal 
status of a general prosecutor, 
looked into the case and decided 
to indict three former govern- 
ment officials on alleged charges 
of mismanagement of public 
funds and referred the case to the 
House for endorsement. One

case won the necessary two-thirds 
majority and was referred to a 
special committee entrusted with 
trying former and present mem- 
bos of the cabinet. Two other 
cases were dismissed for failing to 
muster the needed votes. 

At his two-hour meeting with 
members of the press, -Dr. Ara- 
biyat praised the democratic pro- 
cess in Jordan saying it has “shat- 
terred the fragile tribalism,” and 
demonstrated the solidity of insti-. 
tutionalised democracy. 

The speaker of the House 
urged journalists to participate in 
the debate of the draft law on 
press and publication which he 
said would be tackled by the 
House on Sunday. He also called

Deputies 9 voting pattern shows 
affiliations and electoral designs

AMMAN — Tuesday’s indict- 
ment of former Minister of 
Public Works Mahmoud 
Hawamdeh on charges of mis- 
use of public funds by 54 mem- 
bers of the Lower House of 
Parliament and -tire failure of 
tire House to indict former 
Prime Minister Zeid Rifai and 
former Minister of Finance 
Hanna Odeh on the same 
charges have crane as no great 
surprise to parliamentary 
observers. 

Compared to previous votes 
taken in tire pariiamenfs ex- 
traordinary session the number 
of deputies in attendance for 
Tuesday’s vote was the largest 
todate — 71 out of 78. During 
tire final vote on political par- 
ties in mid-July only 61 de- 
puties were in attendance. 

In voting on the “corrup- 
tion” case Tuesday, tire politic- 
al gr oup i n gs in the House held 
strictly to bloc lines. One 
observer said the bloc voting 
was the most disciplined yet in 
tire Ho use. The 22 -mcmbcr 
Muslim B r otherhood Bloc and 
the nine-member Democratic 
Bloc were joined by the six- 
member independent Islamist 
Bloc, three independent Islam- 
ists and four- traditional pro- 
estabUshmcnt deputies in vot- 
ing in favour of the indictment 
of the three former govern- 
ment officials. 

Although one member of 


tiie independent Islamist Bloc 
was among tire seven absent 
deputies, the six. attending 
members, like the Muslim 
Brotherhood and tire Demo- 
cratic Bloc (with only one ex- 
ception) voted consistently 
along bloc lines. The ce ntrist 
and conservative national and 
Constitution blocs meanwhile 
showed a lack of cohesion 
throughout tire voting process. 

Three members of tire 17- 
member Constitution Bloc — 
Fawzi Tnemeh, Abdul Ranf Al 
Rawabdeh .and Mohammad 
AboOleim — voted against all 
three former officials. Only 
three other members of tire 
Woe, which is officially led by 
Deputy Prime Minister 
Thongan Hindawi, voted 
against two of the three 
charged wfth financial imsman - 
agement. Mr. Hindawi, who 
previously served in Mr. 
Rifai’s government, led a 
group of 14 deputies who voted 
against all of tire Investigations 
Committee’s recommenda- 


The rest of the Constitution 
Bloc voted either against the 
indictment or abstained. 

The 16-member National 
Bloc appeared to be following 
the same trend. Only Minister 
of Industry and Trade Abdul- 
lah Ensour, who promised to 
fight corruption during his suc- 
cessful campaign for the Lower 
House in 1989, and for m er 
Deputy Prime Minister Sulei- 
man Arar (deputy from Maan) 


voted consistently for indicting 
tire three former, officials. . . 

Dr. Ensour’s personal in- 
terest in tire subject was appa- 
rent because he chose to attend 
Tuesday’s session despite the 
death of his father Monday. 
Two other deputies from the 
National Bloc voted against 
tire indictment of Mr. Hawam- 
deh alone. 

Deputies said Tuesday that 
they believe that deputies who 
served in tire Rifai govern- 
ments naturally found it “very 
difficult” to vote against Mr. 
Rifai. “They would be guilty 
by association then,” said one 
Brotherhood deputy. 

But those who served in the 
governments of Mr. Rifai, who 
served twice as prime minister 
both in the early 1970’s and the 
late 1980s, only account for 
three deputies. The most 
senior of these officials, Mr. 
Hindawi served as minister of 
education and loyally defended 
Mr. Rifai when he came under 
attack from members of the 
House during tire 1989 vote-of- 
coufidence session. Mr. Hinda- 
wi led the c amp of deputies 
who voted against tire indict- 
ment of all three former offi- 
cials.

Joint session on political parties 
law expected before Aug. 20

AMMAN — Tbe Upper House 
of Parliament Tuesday decided to 
call a joint session with tire Lower 
House after efforts failed to pro- 
duce agreement on tbe draft law 
on political parties. 

lire move came at a regular 
meeting of tire Senate during 
which the Law Co mmi tt e e pre- 
sented its reco mm endation tint 
tire Upper House insist oo tire 
amendments it has suggested to 
the draft law. 

The law committees of the two 
houses met earlier tins week but 
failed to work out a co mpro mise 
between the Senate’s insis te n ce 
and the House’s rejection of tbe 
Senate-proposed amendments- to 
tbe draft law. 

No date was set Tuesday for 
tire joint session, but members of 
the both bouses expressed hope 
that it would be held before Ang. 
20 . 

“We hope to convene the joint 
session by Aug. 20,” said Deputy 
Fares Nabula- “We tried to reach 


agreement with tire Upper House 
'and failed, and hence there is no 
way out but a joint ‘tenon,” he 
told tire Jordan Times. - 

Hussein Mjalfi, head of the 
Lower House’s Law Committee, 
said there was “some agreement” 
between tbe two committees but 
not enough to arrive at a com- 
promise. 

“The ground has been set for a 
joist session and I do not see any 
problem in getting the law en- 
dorsed in the form that die Lower 
House passed it,” Mr. Mjalfi told 
the Jordan Times. 

Senate members said mean- 
.. while they were aware that there 
was little doubt that tbe law 
would be adopted tire way the. 
Lower House wanted it but had 
decided to let the constitutional 
process take its course. 

“Our colleagues in the Lower 
House do not seem to realise that 
die senators are only trying to 
protect the interests of the pub- 
lic,” said one senator referring to 
the amendments the Upper 
House is "»«***"£ on. “There- 
fore, let us go a joint session and 


let tire due process take its 
course.” 

Article 92 of tire Constitution 
says that if tire two Houses cannot 
reach agreement on a draft law 
then a joint session wfll be held 
under the chairmanship of toe 
speaker of tbe Upper House to 
discuss the issue. The fate of the 
law will bo decided by a two-third 
majority among those atten ding 
tire session from the 40-member 
Upper Hone and 80-member 
Lower House. If tire law is re- 
jected then, according to the arti- 
cle, then the legislation is shelved 
until tire next regular session of 
Parliament. 

Daring its Tuesday session, the 
Senate approved a decision by its 
Finance Committee to endorse an 
agreement between tire govern- 
ment and a South Korean com- 
pany on exploration in the King- 
dom. 

A Royal Decree was read out 
at tire session saying tire revised 
law on telecommunications be 
added to the agenda of Parlia- 
ment for the current extraordin- 
ary session. 


House members argue for and against ‘corruption’ 
indictment; some see ‘vendetta’, others invoke ‘duty’ 


AMMAN (J-T.) — Following are 
quotes from speeches delivered 
by Lower House of Parliament 
members (hiring Monday’s ses- 
sion dedicated to_dbcu£dng a 
corruption case involving a muhi- 
min»on dinar highway construc- 
tion contract.

ing a motion to indict former 
Prime Minister Zeid Rifai and 
former Finance Minister Hanna 
Odeh on the same charges. 

Deputy Munson* Murad: a 

group of people was able to build 
wealth benefiting from the then 
prevalent martial law that pro- 
vided toe umbrella enabling tins 
group to protect itself at the 
expense of tire constitution and 
the country’s laws and regula- 
tions. Therefore with ail consci- 
ence I appeal to all deputies to be 
strict and firm in tins case and to 
hold those responsible account- 
able for their actions which drove 
tire country into the present situa- 
tion. I particularly call for firm- 
ness to be taken against the 


senior officials who were in- 
strumental in involving tire coun- 
try in tens of futile projects for 
which we are now paying a dear 
price in the form of unempoloy- 
ment and poverty while those 
responsible for tins misery con- 
tinue to enjoy their life in their 
palaces, spending the millions 
they received as commission or 
bribes...” 

Deputy Fawzi Shaker Tnefmeh; 
“I am astonished to bear voices 
here and there trying to obstruct 
tbe House’s discussions on one of 
the cases that is detrimental to 
the public interest and the Jorda- 
nian citizens as well as the consti- 
tutional process. I am surprised 
to see some deputies trying to 
protect corrupt people under 
such pretexts by daiming that 
discussions of this kind could be 
harmful to national security or to 
the reputation of Jordan or its 
regime. I demand the partiamen- 
tary investigation committee to 
speed up work on other cases and 
to submit its reports about possi- 
ble c o rr up tion.” 

Deputy Faisal AI Jazi: ”... We 
cannot find one single evidence to 
indict any one of tbe persons 


involved in tins case. I demand 
that the House stop defaming 
men who built tire country. The 
false accusations against these 
men were motivated primarily by 
tiie then coincidental devaluation 
of the dinar and the rise in the 
exchange rate of U.S. dollar 
which in turn upset the work of 
contractors and those who 
granted the tenders. Indeed I 
view the committee’s report as 
reflecting personal revenge.” 
Deputy Saad Haddadfn: “Zeid 
Rifai was not the only prime 
minister during the long years 
daring winch the debts on Jordan 
were accumulated. I demand that 
this case be postponed until all 
the details of tiie investigations in 
the other corr up tion cases are 
ready so that we avoid a situation 
in which some people might try to 
settle personal scores through tins 
House.” 

Deputy AB H a w am deh: “I must 
be loyal to the voters and those 
who elected me for Parliament. 
For this reason, 1 can only sup- 
port tire committee's report in all 
its details and I demand that the 
committee pursue its investiga- 
tions into all the other cases as 


soon as possible because there 
are other former prime ministers 
who ought to be referred to the 
higher council. There should also 
be evidence of their, shortcomings 
and responsibility for corrup- 
tion.” 

Deputy Ahmad Tnnah: “There is 
no difference between an error 
and a crime committed by a 
minister or a ministry official or 
between a minister and a prime 
minister. We should not go far in 
probing the penal code so as to 
find differences in crimes com- 
mitted by ordinary citizens and a 
minister intentionally or uninten- 
tionally. It is enough for the 
committee to reach a result so, 
that the whole House can support 
tire result simply because the 
House has entrusted the commit- 
tee with the task of investigation. 
Therefore, I suggest probing this 
case further so that we can be 
more fair and just in our work. 
We could also request help from 
India’s parliament because Indi- 
ans are involved in this case.” 
Deputy Abdul Manem Abu Zant: 
“All of you are responsible for

Israel reports ‘infiltration’ 
bid, says three shot dead 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Three Arab 
guerrillas ‘infiltraited from Jor- 
dan” and were killed by Israeli 
soldiers Tuesday in a firefigfat 
that also left two soldiers wound- 
ed, tire army said. 

It jras tbe second alleged infil- 
tration tins year along tire nor- 
mally quiet frontier. 

The sources also warned of a 
Htety increase in raids on Israeli 
targets by extre mi st s aiming to 
torpedo tiie Mideast peace talks, 
set to resume Aug. 24 in 
Washington after a nearly four- 
month break. 

The army said a border patrol 
detected a posable guerrilla infil- 
tration into the occupied West 
Bank. Around dawn, the guerril- 
las opened fire at tbe patrol and 
in tiie exchange of fire tiie three 


guerrillas were killed, the army 
said. 

Two Israeli soldiers were 
wounded, one moderately and 
one lightly, and were evacuated 
to a hospital, the army said. 

The military did not say which 
Arab faction was responsible for 
the infiltration. Army radio re- 
ported the three wore khaki uni- 
forms and had beards, saying this 
was a sign they were Islamic 
f undam entalists. 

The firefight occurred about 
seven Irilkometres southwest of 
tbe Israeli settlement of Mehola 
along tiie banks of the Jordan 
River.

It is believed to indude experts 
in various fields, capable of in- 
specting different kinds of 
weapons facilities.

Niuita Suridovich, a Russian 
and veteran of European dis- 
armament talks, wfll lead now the 
22-member team. 

A spokeswoman, Agnes Mar- 
dallon, acknowledged that “va- 
rious factors, including national- 
ity,” go into the selection of team 
leaders. 

The latest team is expected to 
focus on rooting out the remnants, 
of Iraq's Scud missile arsenal.

UNICEF says international 
work in Iraq is crippled 

BAGHDAD (R) — The largest situation ... its response was veiy south, where government forces 


BAGHDAD (R) — The largest 
U.N. aid agency in Iraq says visas 
and travel permit problems are 
crippling work of its international 
staff since a pact with the govern- 
ment expired five weeks ago. 

Ezio Murzi, head of the United 
Nations Children's Fund (UN- 
ICEF) in Iraq, told Renters in an 
interview that harassment of staff 
in Baghdad had dramatically in- 
creased in recent days and the 
situation was tense. 

A man with a handgun shot at a 
U.N. guard in front of a Baghdad 
hotel where U.N. personnel live 
on Sunday in the latest of a string 
of problems faced by staff of the 
world body. 

The United Nations com- 
plained to authorities. Iraqi offi- 
cials say such incidents are the 
work of individuals angered by 
the U.N. presence in Iraq 18 
months after the Gulf war. 

Mr. Mura said U.N. staff were 
intimidated in Baghdad and agen- 
cies last month received Iraqi 
security men to protect them. 

“The security situation is tense. 
There was a trend (of harass- 
ment) downwards but I under- 
stand there is an equally dramatic 
trend upwards in the last few days 
in Baghdad.” 

Mr. Murzi said U.N. personnel 
were jeered, shoved and spat on, 
their vehicles were daubed with 
paint and some restaurants put 
soap in their food or refused to 
serve them. 

He said “bad feelings” had 
surfaced among some Iraqis de- 
spite an agreement for U.N. arms 
inspectors to search the Ministry 
of Agriculture last Tuesday after 
a three-week standoff. 

“The will of the government 
however is it wants to control the 


situation ... its response was very 
prompt," he added. 

Mr. Murzi said “a major 
crunch" in obtaining visas for 
international U.N. staff started in 
April. 

Some were renewal but only 
until the end of June, when an 
agreement over 500 U.N. guards 
and 600 aid workers expired. 

Iraq and the United Nations 
have been discussing renewing 
the agreement to allow the guards 
and U.N. aid workers to be sta- 
tioned in Iraq. 

“We have a problem fielding a 
sufficient number of staff,” said 
Mr. Murzi, adding that visas 
for many non-governmental orga- 
nisations, such as the Save the 
Children Fund and O xfain which 
left Iraq last month, were also not 
renewed. 

The number of U.N. guards, 
who arrived in Apiri last year to 
protect U.N. offices and escort 
convoys, has dwindled from 500 
in Apnl to 220. One hundred left 
the country on Sunday. 

“The government’s interest 
was very explicit: To reduce the 
number of international staff,” 
said Mr. Murzi, an Italian. 

A senior U.N. envoy left Bagh- 
dad on Sunday after talks on 
renewing the pact covering the 
eight U.N. agencies in Iraq in- 
cluding the World Health Orga- 
nisation and World Food Prog- 
ramme. 

“Our staff are in a seme illegal 
although no action is taken 
(against them). Some are without 
visas.” Mr. Murzi said. But there 
were some openings — three 
visas were renewed on Sunday. 

He said the problem covered 
staff across Iraq, including rebel- 
held northern areas and the 


Boudiaf suspect says 
slain leader ‘deserved it’ 


ALGIERS (AP) — The soldier 
accused of gunning down Alge- 
rian leader Mohammad Boudiaf 
remarked in a videotape played 
for journalists Monday that Mr. 
Boudiaf “deserved to be assassin- 
ated.” 

Second lieutenant Letnbarak 
Boumaaraf, 26, is alleged to be 
the triggennan in a conspiracy to 
slay Mr. Boudiaf. Algerian au- 
thorities report that at least 10 
other people have been arrested, 
including the heads of the special 
forces and presidential body- 
guard. 

Mr. Boudiaf, bead of the five- 
man High State Council ruling 
their country since January, was 
killed June 29 during a speech in 
Annaba, eastern Algeria. 

The tape played Monday for 
foreign journalists at the head- 

f waiters of state-run Algerian 
elevision was the first time foot- 
age from the slaying had been 
seen outside official circles. 

The 58 minutes of footage, 
taken by six cameras filming the 
address, shows Mr. Boudiaf, hit 
in the head and back by two 
bursts of machine-gun fire that 
tore through a curtain backdrop, 
knocking down microphones in 
an effort to right himself. 

Subsequent tape of Lt. 
Bouraaarafs initial interrogation 
15 minutes after the slaying 
showed him relaxed and confi- 
dent. 

“He deserved to be assassin- 
ated,” Lt. Boumaaraf, a special 
forces soldier normally assigned 
to riot duty, said to an inquisitor 
whose face was not shown. 
“There are a thousand presidents 
in Algeria” to take his place. 

Lt. Boumaaraf affirmed tc be- 
longing to a ’national Islamic 
movement” and said that the 
assassination would open the way 
for “other things ” in Algeria. 

It was not dear why authorities 
allowed journalists to see the tape 
now. It neither seemed to bolster 
nor weaken a report issued July 
26 by an independent investiga- 
tive commission that determined 
Mr. Boudiaf was killed in a con- 
spiracy. 

Mr. Boudiaf, 73, a hero of 


Algeria's war for independence 
from France, returned from exile 
in Morocco to lead the country 
last January after the military 
toppled - President Chadli Ben- 
jedid. 

The coup cancelled Algeria's 
first democratic parliamentary 
elections, which the fundamental- 
ists Islamic Salvation Front (FIS) 
was on the verge of winning. The 
party was banned and thousands 
of its followers detained. 

Hundreds of people died in 
dashes between fundamentalists 
and security forces. More than 
100 police officers and soldiers 
have been killed by armed Isla- 
mic bands. 

Neither the FIS nor the armed 
extremists claimed responsibility 
for Mr. Boudiafs death, though 
Lt Boumaaraf is reported to 
have been a follower of a fun- 
damentalist leader. 

Many Algerians believe Lt, 
Boumaaraf was a tool of corrupt 
officials or military officers 
angered by Mr. Boudiafs 
attempt to root out deep-seated 
corruption. 

The commission report stop- 
ped short of saying whether Mr. 
Boudiaf was killed in a military or 
Islamic conspiracy. 

Mr. Boudiaf was replaced by 
long-time politician Ali Kafi, but 
real power on the ruling council 
remains with the defence minis- 
ter, General Khaled Nezzar. 

Security forces in Algeria shot 
dead a man on Monday wanted 
for attacking an employee of the 
state gas and electricity company 
and hijacking his car at gunpoint, 
the state news agency APS re- 
ported. 

It said the man was stopped at 
a checkpoint on the highway from 
Ai Eulma to Serif , 220 kilometres 
southwest of Algiers. 

He opened fire on the check- 
point and fled into nearby wood- 
land, where the security forces 
shot him during a chase. 

APS said the 21-year-old- man 
was a member of an armed group 
operating around the nearby 
town of nj emila of which all but 
four mem tiers bad been captured.

“The government wishes to 
have some sort of cooperation ... 
Iraq has enormous needs but the 
(post- Gulf war) emergency is no 
longer here. There is however a 
relief operation that might last for 
years,” he said. 

Iraqis still suffer from diseases 
fostered by Golf war destruction 
and malnutrition. A mild 
epidemic of 7,000 cases of 
measles broke out in March and 
there are large number of cases of 
cholera, ttiptheria, malaria and 
diarrhoea," Mr. Murzi added. 

Iraq seeks 
new ways 
to address 
economic 
crisis 

BAGHDAD (R) — The Iraqi 
government, which put 42 mer- 
chants accused of profiteering to 
death last week, is trying to find 
bold new ways to rescue its sanc- 
tions-hit economy. 

President Saddam Hussein has 
warned the cabinet to expect 
“some negative social phe- 
nomena which will result from 
inflation,” the official Iraqi News 
Agency said on Monday. 

President Saddam sacked his 
finance minister, Majeed Abed 
Jaafar, on Thursday, replacing 
him with Foreign Minister 
Ahmad Hussein Al Khudayer, a 
soldier and diplomat with no past 
economic experience. 

Diplomats attributed the 
shake-up to the crisis Iraq faces 
under l 1 N. trade sanctions, now 
two years old. 

Prices outside tire state ration- 
ing system have soared. The di- 
nar, officially worth $3.20, fetch- 
es about five cents in the open 
market. 

Although Iraq was forced out 
of Kuwait 17 months ago, fresh 
acrimony with the West over Gulf 
war ceasefire terms make any 
easing of sanctions look more 
remote than ever. 

ENA said the cabinet met for 
four hours on Sunday and set up 
two committees to “examine eco- 
nomic and social issues discussed 
and come up with practical prop- 
osals within three weeks.” 

President Saddam instructed 
ministers to “pay attention to 
good performance in the econo- 
mic and services sectors and to 
use non-traditiotial formulas to 
reactivate the economy.” 

He urged them to “make our 
economy flexible so as to reduce 
our reliance on oil exports as the 
only source of economic activ- 
ity,” the agency said. 


Study 
warns of 
weapons 
build up in 
Iran, Syria 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Iran 
and Syria have become- indepen- 
dent producers of chemical 
weapons and Iran likely will have 
nuclear capability before the end 
of the century, said a report 
released Monday by the Simon 
Wiesenthal Centre. 

The report said about 300 
Western companies sold supplies 
and technology that helped both 
countries build chemical weapons 
and ballistic missiles, and contri- 
buted to Iran's nuclear prog- 
ramme. 

“The (Western) nations are re- 
peating exactly the same mistake 
they did with Saddam Hussein 
and the reason is an old word 
called greed,” Rabbi Marvin 
Hier, dean of the centre, said 
during a news conference. 

The centre is an institute dedi- 
cated to the study of the holo- 
caust and Middle East issues. 

The report warned that as i 
Western nations crack down on 
the illegal sales of weapons tech- 
nology, and the legal sale of I 
peaceful technologies converted 
to military purposes. China, j 
North Korea, India and Pakistan 
appear to be picking up tbe slack. 

The 100-page report, prepared 
for the centre by the paiis-based 
Middle East Defence News, said 
its findings were based on pub- 
lished articles and interviews with 
senior intelligence analysts in the 
United States, France, Britain, 
Germany and Israel. 

The study said that Libya also 
has spent billions of dollars in an 
attempt to acquire chemical and 
nuclear weapons production 
capability, but has been far less 
successful because of mismanage- 
ment and lack of scientific exper- 
tise. 

The report concludes that Syria 
and Iran rapidly are developing 
the ability to independently pro- 
duce ballistic missiles, ana Iran 
will begin manufactur ing missiles, 
capable of striking Israel and 
Saudi Arabia by the end of the 
year.

Israel might hit Iran

NICOSIA (R) — Iran should be 
ready to retaliate in case Israel is 
tempted to attack one of its nuc- 
lear rites, the Tehran Times said 
on Monday. 

The pro-government paper ac- 
cused the United States of a 
“propaganda plot," spreading re- 
ports about Iran's alleged quest 
for- nuclear weapon. 

Iran has repeatedly denied that 
it is seeking to develop or acquire 
nuclear weapons but insists on 
the right to have nuclear technol- 
ogy for peaceful purposes. 

The Tehran Times said the 
campaign had various aims: Scar- 
ing Iran’s Arab neighbours info 
foe arms of the West, justifying 
Israel’s widely believed posses- 
sion of nuclear weapons, and 
blocking cooperation between 
Iran and ex-Soviet republics with 
nudear T capabflities. 

“And to complete the prop- 
aganda plot* there is the possibil- 
ity that Israel might be tempted 
to engage in military adventurism 
against Iran, similar to the opera- 
tion in undertook against Iraq in 
the early 1980s,'* it said, referring 
to the Israeli air aitadc on an 
Iraqi nuclear reactor in 1981. 

“The daily stressed Iran should 
be ready to retaliate property Hf 
tiie Zionist regime were to make 
such a blunder,”’ the Iranian 
news agency IRNA said. 

Iran’s only major nudear pow- 
er plant, a German-built installa- 
tion at Bushehr, was mothballed 
soon after the 1979 Islamic re- 
volution and attacked by Iraqi 
warplanes several times during 
tbe eight-year Iraq-Iran war. 

The plant never became oper- 
ational and no nudear material 
was installed there although Iran 
has an undisclosed number of 
smaller research reactors. 

Asked to comment on reports 
that Western intelligence esti- 
mated Iran could test its own 
nudear warheads try the mid of 
the decade, Iranian Foreign 
Minister Ah’ Akbar Velayati was 
quoted as saying in the German 
daily Frankfurter AUgemeine on 
Friday: 

“I categorically reject the 
allegation that Iran is developing 
unclear weapons.” 

German electronics group Sie- 
mens A.G. said on Monday it 
would not complete construction 
of the Bushehr plant, despite 
strong requests by Tehran. 

A spokesman at Siemens fold 


man government had made a 
final derision not to allow Sie- 
mens to export components for 
the nudear planL 

The Siemens spokesman said 
there were no radioactive mate- 
. rials at the Boshehr site. 

Iran has said it invested about 
5.5. billion marks ($3.73 bflhon) 
in tbe plant, which Siemens’ ener- 
gy subsidiary KWU started to 
build in 1975. 

The project was interrupted 
following the Iranian revolution 
in 1979 and the Iran-lraq war in 
1980s. 

Only about 80 per cent of one 
reactor and about 60 per cent of 
the second reactor are completed 
so far. 

Iranian officials have come 
under fire for making a deal with 
Siemens to bufld a power plant 
while the Boshehr station stands 
an ’‘unfin is hed monument.” 

A letter of understanding for a 
1,400-megawatt gas-fired plant to 
be built at Iran’s free trade zone 
at Qeshm Island at tbe entrance 
to the Gulf was signed in Tehran 
on Sunday.

Iran orders French diggers 
from Hammurabi code site 


NICOSIA (AP) — Iran has en- 
ded a French archaeological con- 
dession on an ancient fortress 
where the code of Hammurabi 
was found in 1901, ban’s news 
agency said Tuesday. 

The Iranians ordered French 
excavators to return borne within 
a week from the site associated 
with the oldest known code of 
laws, the Islamic Republic News 
Agency (IRNA) said. It gave no 
specific reason for why the expul- 
sion was ordered now, although 
tbe concession was supposed to 
have ended 13 years ago. 

The agency, monitored in 
Nicosia, said Iran’s Cultural 
Heritage Organisation had taken 
over the fortress in the town of 
Shush, described by IRNA as the 
world's “seventh most important 
historical site.” 

Susa, or present-day Shush, 
was the capital of the kingdom of 
Elam, which flourished in the 
12th and 13th centuries B.C. 

After conquering Babylon, the 


Elamites took the Hammurabi 
code of laws inscribed on a diorite 
column. 

Hammurabi, king of Babylon 
in the early 18th c en t ur y B.C., 
extended iris empire over Meso- 
potamia, bmlt canals and granar- 
ies and compiled what historians 
believe was the first code of laws. 

Composed of 3,600 lines of 
cuneiform script, it outlines 
Babylon’s social structure and 
economic conditions. The column 
was carried to France and placed 
in the Louvre. 

“From now on, afl excavations 
are to be carried out by banian 
archaeologists,” IRNA said. It 
added that the French team 
working at the site had been 
given one week to transfer equip- 
ment from Shush to France. 

IRNA said die French were 
given a formal concession for 
excavations on the site in 1911. 
That was cancelled after die 1979 
banian revolution, but the 
French had stayed.

14 killed In Kurdish-related violence 

DIYARBAKIR, Turkey (R) — Twelve rebels Kurds and two 
Turkish soldiers were killed in separate incidents in southeastern 
Turkey, officials said on Monday. Six members of the outlawed 
Kurdish Labour Party (FKK) and a soldier were killed in a dash on 
Saturday night near Kariiova town of the eastern Bingo! province, 
they said. Troops were searching die area for other guerrillas. In a 
separate incident near the eastern town of Varto, five PKK 
members were lolled by Turkish troops and four others surren- 
dered on Sunday. Officials said one soldier died in tbe dash. 
Security forces arrested three PKK members near Mns town on 
Sunday after a shoot-out in which one guerrilla died when a hand 
grenade he was carrying exploded, officials added. More than 
4,300 people have been killed since 1984 when the PKKJanncbed 
its violent campaign of independence for Turkey's estimated 10 
milli on Kurds. 

Thousands of Moroccans stranded 

ALGECIRAS, Spain (AP) — Authorities began distributing 
food and water Monday to tens of thousands of Moroccans whose 
holiday plans have been seriously disrupted because of overcrowd- 
ing and inadequate ferry services from this port. An estimated 
25,000 vehicles, carrying some 50.000 Moroccans, have arrived in 
the port area since last Friday to await ferries across tbe Strait of 
Gibraltar, said Evefio Jimenez, a spokesman for the body 
coordinating tbe operation. Ten car parks were set aside to cqpe 
with tiie massive influx of travellers, Mr. Jimenez said. Most of the 
Moroccans reside in France, Belgium and elsewhere in Europe and 
were heading home for August vacations. Mr. Jimenez said that 
the main problem was that the port's 10 ferry boats, each making 
several round trips per day, were not enough to cope with the 
sudden arrival of so many people and cars. Up to 10,000 vehicles 
were ferried across the Strait of Gibraltar between Friday and 
midnight Sunday. The crossing takes between two and two-and-a- 
haif hours. Some 200 Moroccans blocked traffic on the road 
between the town of San Pedro de Alcantara and Algedrqs after 
police diverted 2,500 vehicles to prevent them from reaching the 
.port. No arrests were reported. 

Relief group says member shot in north Iraq 

BRUSSELS (R) — An International medical relief group said on 
Monday one of its workers had been shot and seriously wounded in 
northern Iraq. Medcdns sans Frontiers said in a statement 
released in Brussels that the driver of one of its clearly-marked 
vehicles had been shot in the arm and stomach on Sunday by two 
men in a minibus. It said the worker had been passing the village of 
Agra, on the road between Dohuk and Suleymanii, when he was 
shot. “This attack follows others on h umanitarian organisations 
and members of tbe United Nations in no r th ern Iraq — attacks 
which have multiplied in the last few weeks and winch have 
threatened work of these organisations,” the statement said. 
Med eons sans Frontiers bas five volunteers still working in 
northern Iraq. It dosed its Baghdad office in June and has still not 
received fresh visas for other workers to go to Iraq. 

Bulgarian ship stopped at Dardanelles Strait 

ISTANBUL (R) — A Bulgarian vessel has been stopped at the 
Dardanelles Strait by Turkish coast guard pending an investigation 
of smuggling charges, the ship’s agent said. He said the 9,448 
gross-tonne Stanko Staflcov, forced to drop anchor near Canakkale 
on the strait late on Sunday, was coming from Limassol, Cyprus, 
and was headed for a Bulgarian port after leaving containers in 
IstanbuL The agent said he did not know the smu ggling charges. 
The semi-official Anatolia agency reported that the state security 
court at the Aegean port city of Izmir had requested the seizure 
and the captain would be questioned. The vessel is one of five 
Bulgarian vessels which regularly ply the Eastern Mediterranean to 
the Black Sea.

The circular called for the fol- 
lowing points to be observed in 
the process of these prep ara tions: 

— Salaries, wages and allowances 
should reflect those that are 
actually paid to employees in 
1992. 

— Government offices should not 
request any new jobs for 1993 
unless they were absolutely 
necessary, with justifications 
.given for each job. 

— Operational expenditures 
should reflect the real needs of 
each institution with attention to 
be given to reducing these ex-, 
penses as much as possible. 

— Capital expenditure should be 
restricted only to those projects 
being implemented at present for 
winch these institutions have* 
been committed. New plans 
should indude only small and 
medium-size' income-generating 
projects which can employ as 
many workers as possible. 

— Allocations can be made to 
cover maintenance work. 

— No new allocations should be 
made for the purchase of fiznri- 
tnre unless for use by new em- 
ployees or for technical purposes 
as in hospitals and schools. 

— No new allocations should be

made for purchasing cars. 

— Ministries in Amman should 
instruct their affiliated depart- 
ments in various govemorates to 
study services projects under 
their direction to be indnded in 
the 1993 budget 

— Capital budgets should be 
calssified according to regions 
and development programmes in 
each governorate. 

— Care sho uld be taken to ensure 
that the ministries and depart- 
ments are capable of im- 
plementing die requested capital 
projects to avoid allocations for 
projects exceeding tiie adminis- 
trative and Technical capabilities 
of these departments. 

— Financial obligations to these 
various departments approved in 
the 1992 budget should be fisted 
among those of the 1993 budgets. 

— Secretary generals, directors 
and accountants attached to va- 
rious departments are responsible 


for the figures and data provided 
in the draft budgets they present 
to the Ministry of Finance. 

On Monday, the prime minis- 
ter issued another circular of in- 
structions to all independent pub- 
lic institutions about preparing 
their 1993 budgets which would 
be reviewed by die budget de- 
partment of the Ministry of Fi- 
nance and normally endorsed 
parliament as well as the govern- 
ment by the end the yc 2 i. 
According to the prime minister's 
instructions to the independent 
organisations: 

— salaries, wages and allowances 
should reflect those that are 
actually paid to employees and 
not those mentioned in the 1992 
list of jobs. 

— the independent institutions 
should not request any new jobs 
in the 1993 budget unless abso- 
lutely necessary, with justifica- 
tions explained. 

— operational expenditures 
should reflect the real needs of 
each institution. 

— capital expenditure should be 
restricted only to those projects 
being implemented at present for 
which these institutions have 
been committed; new plans 
should include only small and 
medium size income generating 
projects which can employ as 
many workers as possible. 

The prime minister further 
noted that these institutions 
should not request allocations for 
projects too big to handle. 

He said that financial obliga- 
tions of these institutions 
approved in 1992 should be listed 
among those of the 1993 budget 
and that these institutions should 
put forth proposals designed to 
help improve revenues. 



Training halls for university law students 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The University of Jordan 
signed Tuesday an agreement with a local con- 
tracting company to construct training halls for 
law students at die university.

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How democracy works 

WHAT LESSONS, if any, are we Jordanians going to draw 
from Monday’s debate of the alleged corruption case 
involving former Prime Minister Zeid Rifid, his Finance 
Minister Hanna Odeh and Public Works Minister 
Mahmoud Hawamdeh? Is this the case to end aD cases or 
will the pandora’s box that has just been opened never be 
dosed? Did parliament fidthfUffy followed the Constitution 
in the formation of its Investigations Committee and in its 
deliberations? And is there Kbei resulting from the House’s 
open debate? 

These are only some of the questions that we have been 
left with in the wake of the clearing of Mr. Rifai's and Mr. 
Odeb’s nonv* and the indictment of Mr. Hawamdeh. 

It wffl definitely be some time before some or afl these 
questions are answe r ed. What Jordanians ought to do now, 
however. Is to sit back and reflect on the e nti re tesne, 
especially in the context of onr democratisation process. 

The debate In the House daring almost 15 boon of 
deliberations centred on a number of points. One was the 
necessity to fight corruption, expose it and endeavour to put 
an end to it. This has and continues to be a national 
consensus. But how to do that? Only time and experience 
will answer tins question. Another point of contention was 
the charge by a number of deputies that the Jafr-Azraq 
highway case was a selective one. 

That charge carries very little weight, since hi fact 
selectivity is difficult to define In so-called corruption cases, 
and secondly because those who contend that the case was 
selective say so because they must pos s ess information of 
“other” cases of corruption. If so, they are dutybound to 
expose whatever cases they knew about instead of charging 
that the Investigations Committee they themselves 
appointed was selective in choosing that case hi particular. 

Another charge levelled by some deputies was tint the 
Investigations Committee was not neutral in its choke, 
investigation or report. That could be true. But judging 
from the number of votes that wanted Messrs Rifid and 
Oddi to fare court, it is somehow doubtful that a random 
selection of deputies to the committee would have altered the 
course of events. We certainly are most concerned that the 
case, per se, could have damaged the repu tation of the 
former officials in question. This particular issue should be 
taken into consideration in future investigations. 

In any and aD cases, we see advantages in ** pn*htg 
corruption or misuse of power of whatever we call wrong- 
doing by public officials. For one tfamg it could drier further 
similar corrupt actions, and contrary to the contention of 
some deputies that such investigation would discourage 
foreign assistance and investment in the country, the debate 
would encourage people to trust ns. It would assure 
potential investors that controls do exist to protect their 
ftmds or aid. 

In the final analysis this is what democracy is all about. 
While we do have our peculiar sensitivities, we must accept 
the fact that democracy means no less than, and nothing 
different from pluralism, participation and accountabilities 
to the people. Democracy is not only about aunpriffioa to 
win power. It is also about the development of institutions 
and laws. Furthermore, democracy is at its best when it is 
learned through experience, by trial and error. 

Students of democracy are like toddlers who crawl before 
they walk and walk before they run, while learning aD the 
time how to move forward and keep going. We are on track, 
even if there is pain on the way. This is how democracy 
works.

But while her office 
saw only two or three cases last 
year, the number has increased to 
around 40 this year. She said 
most of the delinquent behaviour 
starts after the immigrants’ first 
year in Israel. 

“The first few months they 
don’t know how the system 
works. They have to find them- 
selves,” she said. “Then it’s hard 
for them to adapt to high school. 
They say school has not helped 
them, that the ulpan classes are 
not enough. Some stop going to 
school altogether.” 

The police have just started 
studying the behaviour of these 
youngsters, said Ze'eva Aharoni, 
head "Of the police juvenfle-de- 
Knuent section. 

“They’ve left their homes and 
come to a completely free socie- 
ty. It may be a problem, but it is 
too ealry to say anything yet,” 
Ms. Aharoni said. 

Professionals involved in the 
absorption of Russian immigrants 
see a frightening parallel between 
die handling of immigr ation to- 
day and the way mass immigra- 
tion from Arab countries in the 
19505 was handled. 

“We’re making the same mis- 
takes we madetnen,'* said Yael 
Hassin, head of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity Institute of Criminology. 


She fears many of the ex-Soviet 
teenagers will be pushed to the 
fringes of society, like youths of 
the earlier i mm i g ra tion. 

“No one pays attention to their 
social needs. I anticipate that the 
rate erf delinquency will go up," 
Ms. Hassin said. 

The latest immigrants face the 
same financial, housing, employ- 
ment and cultural difficulties as 
the earlier ones, and the govern- 
ment has not come up with new 
methods of solving those prob- 
lems, she said. 

Rejected by their Israeli peers, 
ex-Soviet teens dose ranks mid 
stop trying to make contact with 
Israelis, Ms. Jersky said. They 
speak only Russian — though 
most of them' understand Hebrew 
— which give them a sense of 
power oyer teachers and social 
workers, and cuts them off from 
Israeli society, she said. 

Yet the teenagers stfll want to 
look and feel as though they 
belong. That means wearing cer- 
tain clothes and smoking the right 
cigarettes. Family budgets don’t 
allow them to buy these things, so 
they resort to shoplifting, or 
breaking into homes to steal 
things, ins. Hassin said. 

“Irs a kind of protest,” she 
said. “They’re saying; ‘You dcr.’t 
want me in your group, so I don’t 
belong.'” 

A group of young Soviet im- 
migrants from Haifa who partici- 
pated in a recent meeting with 
Israeli youth, arranged by Ms. 


Mersky at the JDC, nodded their- 
heads knowingly when asked ab- 
out delinquency among Soviet 
immigrant youth. 

- They all knew of a girl who had 
become pronfiscuous- because 
that was me only way she felt 
accepted by Israeli boys; or of a 
boy who had started drinking and 
running away from home. 

In Haifa, they said, the Nordau 
pedestrian mall has become a 
meeting ground for Russian- 
speaking yonths. 


- “Kids get bored and go there to 

drinki and to be a hero, to be 
cool,” said Tanya Groysberg, 15. 

But, said Manna Ribner, “noi 
aD problems start because of difiB- 
culties integrating into Israeli 
society. Some kids also had prob- 
lems m Russia.” 

There doesn't yet seem to be a 
problem of delinquency among 
young people from Ethiopia, Ms. 
Hassin said. Their deqp family 
ties and religious faith, provide 
them with a strong supports sys- 
tem, she said, and Ethiopian cul- 
ture is also very dosed,, .so such 
public expression of anger is not 
an option. Instead of delinquen- 
cy, there is a relatively high 
suicide rate in this community, 
she said. 

"Not only do jmmgrants from 

school, they don't mix on the 
streets either. The former drink, 
and this scares the Israelis, Ms. 
Weindenfeld said. 

There have been fights be- 
tween Russian-born and sabra 
groups in some neighbourhoods 
and schools, Ms. Weindenfeld 
said, but added that these inci- 
dents still seem to be the excep- 
tion and not the rule. 

Everybody hesitates to call 
these groups “street gangs.” 
They say the groups tend to be 
more lossely connecte d than the 
street gangs in the U.S., and 
there is no hierarchical leadership 
in the sabra groups. 

However, Rami Sulimani, 
head of the department of youth 
and education at the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, who has 
been studying immigrant youth, 
said toe stirrings of more gang- 
like- behaviour can be seen m 
some development towns and 
south Tel Aviv neighbourhoods. 

“We can see the beginnings of 
it,” Ms. Hassin agreed. “They 
are the ones who sit on the 
railings and wait for something to 
happen” — The Jerusalem Post. 


In Gaza, residents talk of 
peace or struggle amid squalor

GAZA CITY, Occupied Gaza 
Strip — I b ra hj m 
Ahmad Taleb has fought in three 
wars against Israel, and his sons 
have been wounded and jailed in 
the Palestinian uprising against 
Israeli rule. 

Yet Mr. Taleb says he is ready 
for peace, and prepared to accept 
new offers of autonomy made by 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin. 

“We lost the homeland,” he 
said. “My sons have hard lives. 
Forty times the army broke onto 
our home, we have paid a dear 
price. 

“Peace is banging on our 
door,” he said. “We do not want 
to lose the chance.” 

Not everyone agrees. Suppor- 
ters of the Muslim fundamentalist 
movement Hamas want o con- 
tinue the struggle until an Islamic 
state stands on all of Palestine — 
including what is now Israel. Dif- 
ferences with the PLO have 
broken out in armed battles. 

Mr. Taleb, 63. carries a scar on 
his left shoulder from’a bullet he 
took while defending his village, 
which was swallowed up with the 


founding of Israel in 1948. last week, 
his 14-year-oid son Awni 
was shot in the forehead with a 
rubber bullet in a dash with 
Israeli soldiers. , 

A resident of the Shati refugee 
camp, where 50,000 Palestinians 
are crammed on a dusty strip 
between Gaza City and the 
Mediterranean Sea, Mr. Taleb is 
tired of the Palestinians’ 44-year- 
old struggle against the Jewish 
state. 

Many in Shati are unemployed. 
Young men spend the hot, sticky 
days playing soccer and organis- 
ing gangs in the Palestinian intifa- 
da, the uprising against Israeli 
occupation that has dragged on 
for 4 V5 years. Children as young 
as seven are ready to throw 
stones at any stranger. 

But amid the monotony, the 
uncollected garbage and the open 
sewers along the narrow camp 
walkways, the Palestinians of 
Shati are debating the prospects 
of peace with Israel. 

‘‘The peace talks are like the 
breeze blowing from the sea,” 
said Deeb Sukar, mnsing about 
the U.S.-backed negotiations that 
Palestinians and Arab nations 
have been conducting with Israel. 

Mr. Sukar, 33, is a supporter of 


Fateh, the mainstream faction of 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion leader Yasser Arafat. It 
backs die peace talks. 

“I accept autonomy and elec- 
tions,” said Mr. Sukar, who 
hopes that new developments wfll 
lead to a Palestinian government 
that wfll have limited rale over 
Gaza and 'the West Bank until 
their final states is negotiated. 

For Mr. Sukar and many other 
Palestinians, the ul tima te goal is 
an independent state in the occu- 
pied territories. Others, howeyer, 
want all of Palestine, including 
tiie land that is now Israel. 

“Palestine is onrs from river to 
sea,” said Mr. Sukaris neighbour, 
Kamal Dayef, a 54-year-old 
photographer. “This is the way, 
to have more children, to liberate 
Palestine even after 100 years,” 
he said, showing off pictures of 
his 14 daughters and II sons. 

Mr. Taleb, a fighter who has 
tired of war, has his own sizeable 
flock — 11 sons and seven daugh- 
ters. Bat the toll the uprising has 
taken on his sons — a total of 
seven wounds and six jail terms 
— has convinced him of the need 
for a speedy and peaceful resolu- 
tion of problems with the Jews. 

The Taleb family lives in five 


small rooms. Mi. Taleb is dis- 
appointed .that two children are 
unemployed and one gave up 
.medical studies in Yugoslavia. 
Four others have jobs; the rest 
are too young to work. 

Mr. Taleb fought -in 1948, in 
the 1956 war when he spent four 
months in an Israeli prison, and 
finally in the 1967 war, when the 
West Bank and Gaza were cap- 
tured. He worked collecting scrap 
metal in both Israel and Gaza 
until the Palestinian uprising 
broke out. 

He said if Mr. Rabin was se- 
rious about peace,” Israel must 
withdraw from the West Bank 
and Gaza.” He refuses to aban- 
don the idea that Pales tinians 
have a right to return to their 
homes in Israel or be compensa- 
ed forlost land. 

* Mr. Taleb said that in his vil- 
lage of Hamam, destroyed and 
swallowed up into the Israeli city ' 
of Ashdod, 30 kilometres north 
of the Gaza Strip, his family bad 
eight hectares, planted with 
grapes, tomatoes, encumbers and 
melon.

Police who shoot suspects 
face critical incident stress

JERSEY CTTY, NEW JERSEY 
— ■ Ten years after shooting a 
suspect during a gun battle. 
Sergeant Timothy Tldtett stfll has 
nightmares. 

“I keep having flashbacks, 
waking up and yelling, ‘he’s got a 
gun’,” said Sgt. ‘Ticket!, reliving 
the gunfight in which the suspect 
shot his partner in the chest and 
was apparently preparing to 
shoot him again, in the head. 

“By the time I turned around, 
-be had beat my partner over his 
dead, knocked him to the 
ground, put die gun to his tem- 
ple, and was about to fire. That’s 
when I shot him in the neck,” 
SgL Ticket! said. 

The suspect and SgL Dcketfs 
partner both survived. Sgt. Tick- 
ett is stfll on the force, working in 
narcotics. 

Police experts say his reaction 
is typical. Elevated blood press- 
ure, heart palpitations, cold 
sweats, flashbacks, guflt, remorse 
and extreme anger are but a few 


It is a syndrome that has in- 
creasingly affected police who ex- 
perience tiie tiling they most 
dread — shooting someone in the 
performance of their duty. 

Seventy per cent of aD officers 
involved in a shooting leave their 
jobs within seven years, accord- 
ing to the International Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police. 

Experts say other repercus- 
sions are alcoholism, drug abase, 
divoice and suicide. 

Without proper counselling, 20 
per cent of police officers in- 
volved in shooting incidents bo- 
come addicted to alcohol or 
drags, said Ed Donovan, who 
. after 32 years on the Boston 
police force now beads the Law 
enforcement Assis tance Net- 
work, a Florida residential treat- 
ment programme for police 
officers. 

The intense stress often associ- 
ated with police work, whether' 
an officer is involved in a shoot- 
ing or not, can have fatal con- 
sequences. 

Between 1978-1979, a Chicago 
study showed, 20 officers in that 




committed suicide as a result of 
occupational stress, according to 
Jim Horn of the FBI Academy. 

In addition to outward man- 
ifestations of stress, more subtle 
reactions often surface such as 
aggression to friends and famil y 
members. 

Problems art intensified by the 
macbo image many policemen 
and women have of themselves. 
Many officers go through periods 
of^ denial because they feel such 
things as shooting incidents 
should not bother them, e xp er ts 
say 

Most learn, however, that 
sooner or later such incidents 

take their toO. And they are faced 

with the reality that they must 
eveutuafly get help to handle the 
ipent-up anger, says police Captain 
Totri Pierson, founder of the 
Gemini Critical Incident Stress 
Team. 

Without proper counselling, 
Mr. Donovan said, officers can 
become dangerous to their part- 
ners, to innocent bystanders and' 
to themselves because of a 
tendency to overreact in subse- 


use their weapons when needed, 
endangering themselves and 
others. 

Sgt. Ticket! said be over- 
reacted for about right months 
after tiie shooting, starting with 
the day after the incident when he 
responded to a robbery at a res- 
taurant and unholstered his pistol 
even before getting out of his 
patrol car. 

“I had my weapon out as we 
polled up into the parking lot. 
Normally, I wouldn’t have nad it 
out,” he said. “I thongh t, ‘this 
isn’t, going to happen to me 


Even now, he said; “I puD out 
my gun more often and have it in 
a ready position.” 

Experts say the stress of a 

shooting can be aggravated by the 
investigations that inevitably fol- 
low and that often pot the officer 
in the uncomfortable role of sus- 
pect 

Dr. Donovan said police de- 
partments scrutinise their liability 
possibly to a fault, but in many 
cases a civil lawsuit toll ensues. 
This* takes a tofl because the

What is the truth? 

To the Editor: 

Under the attractive title “The moment of truth is at hand." 
(Jordan Tunes, July 21, 1992), Rami Kbouri wrote an article in 
which he stated his optimistic assessment of the Arab-Israeli 
pe ac e process by claiming that the Rabin government’s decision 
to freeze the signing of new contracts for housing signals ihe real 
start of ' the Arab-Israeli peace process. 

I wonder how Mr. Khouri, a man whom I respect for his 
attitude and intelligence, can be impressed by such an empty and 
meaningless announcement, ignoring the major elements in Mr. 
Rabin’s speech, such as his policy towards Jerusalem. On the' 
other hand, I don’t think Mr. Khouri would deny that the main 
motive behind Mr. Rabin's anno uncement was James Baker's trip 
and the loan guarantees. 

Mr. Kho uri suggests that “tiie United States will now start to 
play a more active and direct role in the negotiatious, offering a 
combination of suggestions, offers, threats, pressures and entice- 
ments.” I would agree with Mr. Khouri that the White Hope is 
•trying to play a more active role with the parties involved in the 
conflict, but the question is rather how would the mechanisms he 
mentioned be applied and to whom? 

Do we, tiie Arabs, expect to get the encouraging offers or 
enticements from the American envoys, and expect Israel to get 
the pressures and threats? There should be no doubt that the 
opposite is true if only for a single reason: the George Bush 
presidential campaign is badly in need of the Jewish vote to help 
nis trailing Republican ticker. 

Mr. Khouri then goes on to say “the predominant attitude among the 
parties in the region is that the other side must respond to their demands 
before p rogress can be made. Neither side is willing to make unilateral 
substantive gestures or concessions. Again T would like to' hsk Mr. 
Khouri what kind of concessions be imagines the Arabs, particularly the 
pafestimaiis, can make? - 

Mr. Khouri in his article searches for the most effective way to entice 
the Israelis to make real moves for peace by projecting what the Israelis 


fear, need, desire and dream about A wise conjecture concerning the 
Israeli mentality would indicate that they fear nothing except Arab unity 
and tins is something they don’t worry about now. Their need is always for 


more help, support and military supremacy. Their desire is to conclude 
and sign peace treaties with the Arab states and have normal access to 
Arab maricets and ofl- As for their dream, obviously, it is expansion and 
achieving a greater Israel 

Then Mr. Khouri states: “The Israelis have two baric obsessions: 
security, ami acceptance by the Arabs.... Acceptance by the Arab World 
is a powerful need in the Israeli ptyche." Personally I don’t quite 
understand bow we can assign ourselves to speak on behalf of the Israelis 
and announce that the y have these two baric obsessions. 

Even more soprianriy Mr. . Khouri adds: “The symbols of Arab 
acceptance of Israel, and Israel's ultimate integration into the Middle East 
...provide us with the most important cards to play in the negotiations.** 
Let me admit in .tins context, that I am impressed by Mr. Khouri’s 
optimism and wishful thinking in being able to envision the prospect of a 
unified Arab World facing a tiny Jewish state with a strong desire for 
acceptance in the Middle East. However, we would be very naive in 
believing that Israel’s final goal is to be integrated into the region. If we 
hold this false belief, we are wrongly assuming that Jews have given up 
their aspiration for expansion and achieving a greater Israel. 

Concerning the negotiations, Mr. Khouri states that both the Israelis 
a nd th e Arabs have m a d e only symbolic concessions as if they were equal 
negotiating parties, not differentiating between oppressor and oppressed. 
The danger of th e two-track approach in the negotiations mould be 
obvious to e veryon e: We afl know the consequences of the signing of the 
peace treaty between Egypt and Israel, 15 years ago at Gamp David, in 
which the whole process was not linked with Palestrae or the occupation. 

Mr. Khouri assumes that we possess the ability “to strike forcefully...” 
and compel Israel “to respond to onr rights and the will of the 
international co mm u ni ty” bv offering “cxmndenra»-hmiHJno mMoirK" 


tha t wi ll supposedly bring Arabs “real gains in return.” Using the same 
aitensu Mr. Kboari proceeds to affirm that Arabs and Israelis are in a 
state of detente. The question, however, is what mechanisms can we use 
to compel Israel to respond positively to our rights in return for the. 
concessions we make. Is it Arab unity, our influence on the White House 
or our present real threat to Israel’s existence? I am not trying to say, that 
me Arabs are mcapable of ever facing Israel, but rather thatmis is neither 
w"®. niK 001 the right way to look for peace in the region. 

Mr. Khoun s premise that we are at a historic point “where Arabs and 
Israelis are negotiating about the practicalities of coexistence, mutual 
security guarantees, and a new Middle Eastern order in which Israel lives 
m one of many equal states in the region” does not tackle the core of the 
Arab- Israeli problem. It should be made dear that no negotiations can ’ 
take p lace as 1 mm as Israel rejects Palestinian self-determination and the 
CTMUonof an indepenckpt Palestinian state. No other problem should be 
aoaressed before we achieve major progress on three verv crucial issues:

He also' said that considering 
that Jordan had an excess produc- 
tion of cement from Jordan’s 
factory in the south,” “we made 
it a condition on the Indian com- 
pany, Som Dun Builders, not to 
use imported cement when con- 
, structing the road.” 

According to Mr. Rifai, the 
Indian company used 375,000 
tonnes of Jordanian ce me nt at a' 
price of JD 35 per tonne “which 


brought back JD 12 million of the 
contract value back to cement 
factory." He added that while 
deputies were charging that ce- 
ment should not have been used 
in the construction of the hi gh , 
way, the alternative, which is 
asphalt, “would have had to be 
imported because it is a by- 
product of fuel and we would 
have needed foreign currency to 
pay for ft.” . 

“But sup pos e that all these 
manors (fid not figure in our 
decision and ft waspist tire view 
of the government that we should 
construct die highway out of ce- 
ment rather than asphalt, does 
tins constitute a crime?” Mr. 
Rifai asked.

Ah their falsehood and 
their leaflets and their lies and 
their -remarks in the press about 
my selling of the country’s gold 
assets and other allegations are 
collapsing. Our public prosecu- 
tors nave legally and rightly ex- 
posed their lies. 

The malicious group whose 
misdeeds had caused so much 
damage to Jordan’s reputation 
chose a few days ago to focus 
pnbSc attention on a crystal-dear 
case. It is a case in which the then 
Gouncfl of Ministers had awarded 
a tender fo a consortium of Indi- 
an government firms to build the 
strategic road linking Jordan with 
Iraq. The tender was granted to 
the Indians for considerations re- 
lated to ensuring continued 
Jordanian - phosphate sales to In- 
dia. 

I have always cherished my 


faith in the Jordanian citizens of 
aO sectors and in the badia, the 
rural and urban regions. I have 
always had faith in tire people’s 
awareness and soundness of 
national feelings of national be- 
longing- I have always believed in 
the high morals and esteemed 
pure feeli n g s of the Jordanian 
citizens who shun evil and false 
tales.

Many political observers saw 
the vote to indict the three 
officials as more than convic- 
tion of their guilt but as an 
eariy campaign ploy to for next 
years parliamentary elections. 

“Political parties like the 
pan- Arab, left-wing and Islam- 
ist parties win use the vote in 
their favour when they go to 
. the polls. But so will some of 
the more... politically pro- 
establishment deputies .who 
hope-to ; form political pities 
and run for ledectim as the 
leaders of those parties/^said 
one veteran political observer. 

Many deputies ran anti- 
corruption campaign during 
the fall of 1989. 

Deputies Rawabdeh (Irbid) 
and Arar are forming their 
own political parties. Bnt 
Christian Deputy Tuemeb 
(Balqa G ovcrnora te) , who was 
backed by Islamists in his bid 
for the Lower House, wfll need 


die Islamist vote again if he 
decides to ran in the 1993 
election as an independent. He 
has said he will be standing for 
reelection. 

Dr. Ensour is also expected 
to run for reelection and, hav- 
ing used anti-corruption slo- 
gans timin g his last cam naign.. 
a vote not to indict Mr. Rifai, 
whom he personally attacked, 
would have somehow tar- 
nished that campaign promise, 
political observers say. 

Observers believe that the 
majority of the deputies who'

elected due largely to tradi- 
tional politics in the rural dis- 
trict of Ajloun. Mr. Sarereh 
Minister of Coaunmcatkni, who 
like Mr. Rimom abstained 
from voting throughout, and 
Christian Deputy Saad Hadda- 
din were backed by Islamists in 
tiie 1989 elections.

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3 teams vie for 
Jordan soccer title

AMMAN — Soccer fans must patiently await the upcoming final 
week of soccer's first division championship when this year's 
champion will be decided according to the results of the three 
matches since A1 Faisali, A1 Hussein and A1 Ramtha are tied with 
19 points each bnt lead on score difference. 

Although the winner of this year's championship is still 
undecided, the three teams to be relegated have finally become 
dear. They are Sahab, Al Arabi and Yarmouk Amman. 

In the past week Al Ahli drew with Yarmouk Amman, Al 
Wihdat drew with Sahab, and Al Qadissieh drew with Al Hussein, 
while Al Faisali scored a vital and convincing victory over Al 
Ramtha to take the lead based on goal difference. 

- Al Ahli's draw with Yarmouk Amman kept them safely among 
the first division teams with 16 points and a match to go. 

* Al Ahli's Amer Munib scored an early 4th minute goal for his 
team bat Al Yarmouk's Khaled Yousef soon equalised in the 13th 
minute. 

In the second half Al Ahli attacked relentlessly trying to score 
another goal but Yarmouk's goalkeeper Khader Namrooti put up 
a big effort and frustrated Al Ahli's Nart Yadaj and teammates. 

Meanwhile Sahab lost a chance to beat titlehoiders Al Wihdat in 
their match that ended in a 1-1 draw at Al Hussein Youth City. 

Al Wihdat missed Ibrahim Sa'diyeh and their defence seemed 
uncoordinated as Sahab missed some important chances. 

Al Wihdat were first to score in the 31th min ole by Jihad Abdul 
Mim’em. Sahab later closely guarded Al Wihdat ’s players are 
tried to Score hot striker Mohammad Al Ashhab lacked concentra- 
tion and his team could not effectively take advantage of the 
chances they got until Khaled Diyab equalised. 

Sahab’s draw was not enough to avoid relegation, especially 
after Al Ahli secured a draw against Yarmouk Amman. Al Wihdat 
on the other hand, still have a distant and slim chance of retaining 
their title if Al Faisali lose their match against Al Arabi, and Al 
Hussein lose to Al Ahli by a big i Bf i hr m-e provided of course Al

Both teams played a slow uninteresting match, as Al Hussein 
seemed content with the result although Al Qadissieh would have 
been happier had they beaten Al Hussein who are one of the top 
three teams this season. 

Al Qadissieh closely guarded Al Hussein's Aref Hussein and 
Kamfll Al Kharouf preventing them from posing any real danger 
on their goal as the match ended in a scoreless draw. The draw 
gave Al Hussein a 19 point second place standing based on goal 
difference. 

The most interesting result of the week was Al Faisali’s 3-0 win 
over Al Ramtha. Jamal Abu Abed, Subhi Awad and Firas Al 
Khalaileh scored for Al Faisali to take the lead in the overall 
s tandings while Al Ramtha slipped to third place based on goal 
difference. 

In the final matches of the 1992 soccer championship Al Hussein 
play Al Ahli Thursday, Al Faisali play AJ Arabi in Irbid and Al 
Wihdat play Al Ramtha in Amman Friday. 

The winner of this year's champion will be deckled according to 
the results of the matches as three teams wiD be contesting the title: 
Al Faisali, Al Hussein and Al Ramtha. 

Al Faisali seems to have the advantage to regain the title they last 
won in 1990. 

Al Faisali will win the title even if Al Hussein and AJ Ramtha 
score big wins over Al Ahli and Al Wihdat provided of course they 
win their match against Al Arabi. On the other hand if all three 
matches end in a draw or if all top three teams lose Al Faisali will 
still get the title because of goal difference. 

Al Hussein's chance of getting the title depends on Al Faisali 
losing against Al Arabi and Al Ramtha ktsing to Al Wihdat with a

1AAF awards Skah 
10,000- metre gold medal 


Barcdona’92 


BARCELONA ( AP) — The gold 
medal in the 10,000 metres was 
returned Tuesday to Morocco’s 
Khatid Skah, who had been dis- 
qualified after a teammate was 
accused of interfering with a run- 
ner. 

As a result of the derision by 
the International Amateur Athle- 
tic Federation (IAAF), Kenyan y 
Richard Qielimo was dropped to 
the silver medal, Addis Abebe of 
Ethiopia was dropped to the 
bronze and Salvatore Antido of 
Italy lost his bronze medal. 

Skah finished first in Monday’s 
race, but was stripped of the gold 
medal when officials ruled that 
his teammate Haznmou Boutayeb 
blocked Chelimo with three laps 
to go in the 10-kflometre race. 

An IAAF jury met for 30 
minutes Tuesday, hearing from 
the head referee and reviewing a 
tape of the encounter numerous 
times before deciding there was 
no interference. 

’Hie role they protested was 
the lapping rule and they decided 
he didn't do it," said IAAF 
spokeswoman Jayne Pearce. 

That rule requires athletes 
being lapped to move out of the 
way of leading runners and not 
aid teammates in any way. 

“The panel’s decision is final," 
Pearce said. 

Kenyan team officials had no 
immediate comment. 

Moroccan coach Lahsen Same- 
same said Boutayeb simply did 
not want to be lapped and was 
trying to stay ahead of the leading 
pair. 

“The tiring about track is very 
simple — the best wins,” Same- 
same said. “Kenyans are great 
runners... and so are Moroccans. 
At that moment, Skah was the 
best — he destroyed that field.” 

Daring the encounter, the 
crowd whistled in derision and an 
official tried unsuccessfully to 
push Boutayeb off the track. Af- 
ter Skah outdueled Chelimo in 
the dr amati c final 100-metre 
sprint, spectators booed and 
hurled debris as Skah crossed the 

finish line. 

Unfazed, Skah grabbed a ■ 


Moroccan flag and began a vic- 
tory lap, only to be showered 
with more abuse. Chelimo was 
handed a Kenyan flag and para- 
ded behind, to applause. 

cl Skah may have won anyway, 
but what happened, everybody 
saw," Chelimo said Monday 
night “It was unfair, so I am 
happy now.” 

There were no track and field 
events Tuesday. That competi- 
tion resumes Wednesday with 
gold medals to be awarded in the 
men's discus, women's 400-metre 
hurdles, the men’s and women's 
400-metre dash, and the men’s 
800-metres. 

Skah’s wasn’t the only dispute 
at the track Monday. Alina Iva- 
nova of the Unified Team was 
disqualified for walking violations 
y w hil e winning the inaugural 
women’s 10-kflometre walk. 
Runner-up Chen Yneling became 
China’s first Olympic gold medal- 
ist in track and field. 

Americans Mike Conley and 
Quincy Watts set Olympic re- 
cords. 

Watts posted a semifinal beat 
time of 43.71 in the 400-metre 
dash. That’s second only to 
American Botch Reynolds' 
43.29. 

Conley jumped 17.63 metres to 
an Olympic record, beating the 
17.61 set Bulgaria’s Khristo Mar- 
kov in 1988. On a later try, he 
soared 18.17 metres. That 
counted for gold, bnt not a world 
record, because the wind was .1 
above the limit of 2 metres per 
second. 

Redemption went to Mark 
McKoy, a Canadian hurdler who 
was suspended for leaving the 
Seoul Olympics in support of his 
friend, Ben Johnson. McKoy la- 
ter admitted that he, too, had 
taken steroids. On Monday he 
took gold. He glided over the 
210-metre hurdles in 13.12 
seconds to give Canada its first 
Olympic men’s track title since 
1932. 

“I’m not sure yon could say this 
makes up for 1988.” he said. “It’s 
history. I think all of track and 
field wants it put behind. It was a 
bad time for track and field.” 

The most poignant moment of 
the evening came when Briton 
Derek Redmond tried to finish 
the 400 metres despite having 
pulled his hamstring halfway 
through tiie race. 

Redmond clutched his leg in 
pain and knelt on die trade, then 
began trying to hobble around 
•the final 200 metres. Screaming in

Former Soviet athletes disband with sense of loss 


BARCELONA (AP) — They 
felt nostalgia, sadness and empti- 
ness even as they embraced their 
medals, hugging and kissing each 
other like a family saying good- 
bye at an airport — perhaps 
forever. 

The gold-medal gymnasts of 
the former Soviet Union, like the 
swimmers before them and the 
trade and field athletes to follow, 
knew this was their last Olympics 
together, maybe their last per- 
formance anywhere as a team. 


These were no emotionless 
automations created in a Com- 
munist sports factory, as they too 
often were stereotyped in the 
west during the cold war. They 
were flesb-and-blood athletes, 
and they began disbanding with 
tears and a sense of loss for a 
system that served them so well. 

Their sorrow was offset partly 
by the opportunities they’ll have 
on the open market as they offer 
their talents to the highest bid- 
ders. The gymnasts no sooner 


gathered up their medals than 
they announced plans Monday to 
sign with foreign sponsors, if con- 
ditions at home deteriorate, so 
they can train and perform 
abroad as a team. * 

But no amount of money can 
fully replace die fidelity they felt 
to the coaches, trainers and team- 
mates they have known since 
childhood. 

“The foundation of Soviet 
sport was constructed not for one 
day, one year, but for genera- - 


tions.” gymnast Vitaly Scherbo 
said a day after he proudly bran- 
dished the hammer and sickle on 
his chest as he won a record sixth 
gold medal. 

“After this breakup of the 
Soviet Union and the system into 
separate republics, all the sports 
wfll be on the decline. The tradi- 
tion is stfll there, the foundation 
is stfll there, so after some years I 
think there wfll be pro g ress. Bnt 
it will take a long time and it will 
never be the same.”

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Iran- Japan exploration 
talks deadlocked 


NICOSIA (R) — Talks between 
the National Iranian Oil Co. 
(NIOC) and a Japanese group 
over a 1.6 billion oil exploration 
and development project in the 
Strait of Hormnz are deadlocked, 
the Middle East Economic Sur- 
vey (MEES) said. 

The Japanese group, _led by 
Japan ExpkiraticwGjii fr^fPEX), 
' tied a letter of inteat with 
QC last year to b<$n explora- 
tion and development activities in 
the Hormuz area at the entrance 
to the Golf. 

But under the terms c urren t ly 
proposed by NOIC, the Japanese 
group's return cm Investments 
would be only two per cent, the 
influential weekly, newsletter said 
on Monday. 

Quoting Japanese ofl sources 
involved tn the talks, MEES 
the terms were completely un- 
acceptable to the Japanese. 

Under the terms of last year’s 
letter of intent, Japan would put 
up funds at its own risk for the 
project — initially $100 million 
for exploration work, with the 


balance going into development 
costs in the event of ofl produc- 
tion. 

Knee legal and constitutional 
obstacles in Iran predude pro- 
duction-sharing arrangements 
with foreign companies, NIOC 
would repay Japanese expendi- 
ture, interest and return on in- 
‘^vestnjent.m the. form of .oil de- 
; liveries it the start of production, 
,,w MEES said. 

Work would focus on five 
offshore structures in the Hortnux 
area, two of which have already 
shown signs of oil and gas conde- 
nsate reserves. 

Production was targeted at 
around 80,000-90,000 barrels a 
day by 1997, and NOIC sources 
spoke of known recoverable re- 
serves of over 300 million barrels, 
MEES, said. 

Although a more flexible ba- 
nian approach could possibly re- 
vive the talks with the JAPEX 
group, there were indications that 
NOIC had been contacting other 
international ofl groups in con- 
nection with the project, MEES 
said. . .

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Russia promises to meet IMF terms despite 
criticism from politicians, industrialists 


MOSCOW (R) — The acting 
head of Russia's Central Bank 
has promised to meet tough In- 
ternational Monetary Fnnd 
(IMF) t er ms by raising interest 
rates and driving the budget de- 
ficit down, Interfax News Agency 
has said. 

But a senior ce n t ra l bank offi- 
cial indicated the bank might 
instead be poised for an easing of 
monetary policy. 

“(The Central Bank’s) interest 
rates axe more likely to go down, 
than to increase in (he near fu- 
ture,” Deputy Chairman of the 
bank Vyacheslav Solovav told a 

news conference on Monday. 

Economists say lower interest 
rates would be a hammer Mow to 
Russian reform efforts, which are 
centred on tight monetary policy 
and spending outs. 

They would also set alarm bells 


ringing in the West, whose agree- 
ment is essential to unlock the 
first $1 billion tranche Of a prop- 
osed $24 billion aid package. 

But Interfax said Viktor 
Gerashchenko, acting Central 
Bank chairman, bad sent a mes- 
sage to the IMF confirming that 
Russia was ready to fulfill ooliga- 
tins laid down in an agreement 
signed in June. 

The Central Bank was ready to 
raise interest rates to above the 
level of inflation to cot inflation- 
ary press ur e s , Interfax said. Cur- 
rent General Bank annual interest 
rates of 80 per cent are well below 
Russia’s 17 per cent monthly in- 
flation rate. 

The Russian Parliament 
appointed Gerashchenko as 
acting Central Bank head last 
month after previous chairman 
Georgy Malyukhin resigned. 


Gerashchenko, the former 
head of the Soviet Stale Bank, 
had been expected to adopt a 
more conservative policy than his 
monetarist predecessor. 

Russia's efforts to meet tough 
IMF demands faced increasing 
criticism from politicians and in- 
dustrialists weary of the hardships 
caused by the government's eco- 
nomic reform programme. 

Prices have spiralled since the 
government removed most state 
price controls and industrial out- 
put has plunged. 

Companies have built up mas- 
sive debts rather than pay for 
goods already delivered and de- 
mands have been growing for the 
government to cushion toe blow 
of its reforms by providing cheap 
credits or keeping prices under 
control. 

Victor Voronin, deputy chair- 


man of Russia's conservative par- 
liament, said on Monday Russia 
should not stick too closely to the 1 
IMF recommendations. 

“In pursuing Russia’s econo-' 

mic policy we cannot follow afl 
toe recommendations of the IMF! 
blindly and thoughtlessly,” Inter- 
fax quoted as saying. - 

In addition to soaring inflation 
and plunging production, Russia 
has faced a serious shortage of* * 
cash as printing presses struggle- 
to meet burgeoning demand. 

Arnold VoOukov, first deputy 
chairman of toe Central Bank,* - 
told Commonwealth Television 
on Monday the first 10,000 rouble 
banknotes would be issued in the 
last three months of 1992. 

Earlier tills year the Central ’ 
Bank issued 5,000-rouble bank-' 
notes to ease die huge cash crisis 
in Russia. 


OPEC production nudges 


24 million barrels daily 


LONDON (R) — OPEC erode 
oil output edged higher to 23.95 
mfllion barrels per day (BPD) in 
July, according to a Reuter sur- 
vey completed on Monday. 

Output was assessed to be 
220,000 bpd higher than toe total 
for June, pot at a revised 23.73 
million bpd. 

Extra oil came chiefly from 
Iran and Kuwait, while OPEC 
generally appeared to have pro- 
duced more than 700,000 bpd 
above its self-assigned sales 
ceiling. 

No flagrant quota-busting was 
detected. There seemed to be a 
general “leakage” in a market 
which remained disposed to pick 
up a few extra barrels on predic- 
tions that supplies might get tight 
in the coming northern winter. 

The monthly Renter survey 
seeks a best .estimated, of wellhead 
output excluding natural gas li- 
quids and condensates by the 13 
members of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Conneries. 

It is based on information from 
government officials, ofl com- 
pany executives and analysts of 
both tanker movements and toe 
petroleum industry. 

Sources are based in Europe, 
North America and OPEC states. 

July output by the biggest ex- 
porter, Saudi Arabia, was asses- 
sed at 8.15 million bpd, slightly 
down on June. 

Several estimates, however, 
ranged as high as 8-3 milli on. 

In general. Western industry 


sources did not think Saudi Ara- 
bia was greatly exceeding a self- 
imposed limit on actual sales — 
which are what OPEC counts — 
of eight miliion bpd. 

Differences arose among 
sources about how much it was 
putting in stocks ahead of the 
Northern Hemisphere winter, 
with no evidence of any big build 
of floating storage of the kind 
sometimes seen in toe past. 

Sources generally agreed that 
Iranian output rose in July after 
what now seems to have been a 
dip in June. Iran was assessed at 
335 million bpd, up from a re- 
vised 33 million. 

OPEC “middieweights” Niger- 
ia, the United Arab Emirates and 
Venezuela produced a little more 
in July, while Kuwait continued 
to restore volume lost during toe 
Gulf War and was assessed at 
1.05 million bpd after 950,000 in 
June. 

OPEC does not apply a quota 
to Kuwait. 

The group’s effective sales pefl- 
ing is toe sum of the quotas (a 
national share in Iraq’s case) 
which are assigned to the other 12 
members — 22.17 mfllion bpd — 
pins actual sales by Kuwait, This 
works otft at 23.22 million for 
July. 

Iraqi ofl exports remain subject 
to a United Nations embargo. 
Most sources estimated that toe 
volume produced to meet domes- 
tic demand plus some “leakage” 
to Jordan was little changed in 
July at around 400,000 bpd.

Economic exodus of Bulgaria’s 
ethnic Turks continues 


SOFIA (R) — Over a 100-000 
ethnic Turks have left Bulgaria 
for Turkey in toe last 18 months 
due to economic hardship in toe 
mountainous southern region 
they inhabit, government officials 
said on Monday. 

“Up to 140,000 ethnic Turks 
have left Bulgaria since 1990 to 
become guest workers, forced out 
by the skyrocketing unemploy- 
ment in toe region of Kardzhali 
next to the border with Turkey” 
Presidential Spokesman Valentin 
Stoyanov told Reuters. 

The flight of ethnic Turks from 
the densely populated Kardzhali 
region, which lies 220 km south- 
east of Sofia, recalls toe exodus of 
toe late 1980s that followed poli- 
tical and cultural s upp r es sion of 
toe Turks. 

Then, a million ethnic Turks 
were forced by toe former com- 
munist regime to “Bulgarise” 
their Islamic names and their 
religions and cultural activities 
were severely curbed. 

In tiie summer of 1989, at the 
height of toe ethnic persecution 
more than 300,000 ethnic Turks 
fled to Turkey, although more 
than two thirds have since re- 
turned. 

Now. as well as economic de- 
speration, fears of further 
persecution are also playing a 
part in the migration, one Tur- 
kish community leader said. 

“Apart from toe economic 
reasons, envoys of the former 
communist party have spread 
rumours that there will be a new 
forcible change of names,” Talyat 
Choban, leader of the pro- 
Turirisb movement for rights and 


freedoms in Kardzhali, told Reu- 
ters. 

'The wounds inflicted in the 
1980s haven't healed yet,” he 
said. 

But according to Presidential 
Advisor Mlchail Ivanov: “The 
rumours for changes of names 
have only strengthened Turks’ 
resolve to leave Bulgaria.” 

“Ethnic Turks are leaving toe 
poor areas with tourist visas and a 
lot of them prefer to make some 
money in Turkey for several 
months and then get back to 
Bulgaria,” he said. 

Ivanov said ethnic Turks, who 
were the main tobacco producers 
in toe region, were no longer 
interested in growing -the plant 
because of low procurement 
prices. 

Others had lost out due to the 
restoration of land nationalised 
by toe old government to its 
former owners. 

Most of the unprofitable mines 
in the region, toe second signifi- 
cant workplace for the Turks, are 
also dosing down and there are 
currently more than 10,000 min- - 
ers out of work. 

Since toe fall of Communist 
dictator Todor Zhivkov, the 
ethnic Turks have had their own 
schools, newspapers, cultural and 
religious centres. They also have 
political representation in Bulgar- 
ia’s parliament, and make up the 
third largest parliamentary 
group. 

Ivanov said special measures 
would be taken to develop a new 
economic base in mountainous 
regions like Kardzhali, where 
240,000 ont of 300,000 residents 
are Turks.

Funeral for two tots comes 


under attack in Sarajevo 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia- 
Herzegovma (AP) — Mourners 
ran for cover Tuesday as mortar 
shells landed near the graves of 
two young children who were 
killed as relief officials tried to 
evacuate them from Sarajevo. 

The grandmother of one of the 
children was wounded by flying 
debris. 

“My daughter is dead, and now 
they've injured my mother** 
wailed Svetlana Glavas. She tug- 
ged at her frayed purple sweater 
as her mother, Ruza, was taken 
away for medical attention. Doc- 
tors said her wounds did not 
appear to be severe.

JOHANNESBURG (R) — A 
general strike called by Nelson 
Mandela to press for democracy 
shat businesses across South Afri- 
ca in a powerful display of anit- 
apartheid muscle. 

But the protest stoked tensions 
in black townships and drew 
widespread accusations of coer- 
cion. 

Mr. Mandela’s African Nation- 
al Congress (ANC) hailed the 
first day of the two-day strike as a 
victory against 300 years of white 
rule, saying absenteeism of np to 
90 per cent of workers in many 
areas showed massive opposition 
to reformist President F.W. De 
Klerk. 

“The general strike gives voice 
to the deep-seated anger of mil- 
lions about the De Klerk govern- 
ment’s refusal to negotiate in 
good faith and end township vio- 
lence,” said ANC. Secretary- 
General Cyril Ramapbosa. 

But in townships around 
Johannesburg many residents 
holed up be bond burning barri- 
cades said there was ANC in- 
timidation. 

“Intimidation is rife in my 
area. I wanted to go to work but 
could not gamble with my life.” 
said Nancy Kgomo, a president of 
Johannesburg's Katlehong 
township. 

Residents said they expected 
violent dashes Tuesday between 
ANC activists and forces loyal to 
Oupas Gqozo, pro-De Klerk rul- 
er of the -Qskei tribal territory 
who said he would use force to 
stop an ANC march into his 
nrihtary-ruied homeland. 

Eight people were killed in 
political violence Monday on the 
first day of a week of protests 
aimed at forcing the white gov- 
ernment to cede power to an 
all-race interim administration. 

Three of the eight were lolled 
in a shootout with police in Sowe- 
to. Police fired tear gas in Cape 
Town’s Manenberg Ghetto and in 
nominally independent Qskei to 
disperse ANC demonstrators 
who set up barricades of burning 
cars, tyres and rubble. 

At least 33 blacks were killed In 
various parts of the country 
Saturday and Sunday, 11 of them 
in attacks by a group of hooded 
men with shotguns in the Natal 
province township of Erikhamm. 

Mr. De Klerk's ruling National 
Party said the consequences of 
the strike had been Moody and 
demanded foe ANC halt protests 
immediately in the interests of 
the country. 

The Afrikaanse Handelsxnstt- 
tuut business group charged that 
die largest anti-government de- 
iponstration for two years was 
based on what it called nation- 
wide intimidation. 

The South African Chamber of 
Business estimated two million 
workers took part in the strike — 
half the ANCs estimate — and 
said the stoppage would cost the 
sanctions-bled economy millions 
of rands (dollars). 

The government banned the 
carrying of a wide range of 
weapons from guns and spears to 
garden forks in 20 townships 
around Johannesburg to try to 
prevent more of the violence that 
has taken 6,000 lives in the past 
two years. 

Much of the carnage has been 
between the ANC and the con- 
servative Zulu-based Inkatha 
Freedom Party, Mr. Mandela's 
most powerful rival for the alle- 
giance of 28 million blades.

Tudjman wins Croatian elections 


ZAGREB. Croatia (AP) — Croatian President Franjo Tudjman 
posted a dear victory in the first general elections since the 
republic won independence from Serb-led Yugoslavia, according 
to preliminary results released Monday. With about 75 per cent of 
Sunday’s vote counted, Mr. Tudjman led with 55.79 per cent in 
the eight-man race for president. His governing Croatian Demo- 
cratic Union had 41.55 per cent for parliamentary elections, die 
electoral commission said. Mr. Tudjman, a former Communist 
general, campaigned for re-election on claims that be had fulfilled 
the country’s centuries-old dreams for independence. “This is a 
great victory. We had expected such support from the Croatian 
people,” Mr. Tudjman said. Mr. Tudjman’s closest rival, Drazen 
Bndisa of the Croatian Social Liberal Party. c ap t ure d 22.59 per 
cent of the vote for president, according to the preliminary 
results. His party also was running second in parliamentary 
voting, with 18.31 per cent. 


Peacekeepers complete Moldova deployment 


MOSCOW (R) — Russian peacekeeping troops have completed 
their move to separate the warring factions in Moldova’s 
breakaway Dnestr Region, Russian Television said. The move, 
which came five days after the first troops moved into the region, 
means Moldovan and Dnestr forces have returned home and the 
soldiers of Russia’s 14th Army have moved bade to their barracks, 
the report said. In the trans-Caucasian republic of Georgia, the 
ruling State Council prepared an amnesty for rebels arrested since 
the overthrow of President Zviad Gamsakhurdia in January, local 
journalist said. They quoted a press spokesman for the counci] as 
saying 'Chairman Eduard Shevardnadze forced the amnesty 
through, against strong opposition, after arguing the government 
had to make a gesture towards Gamsakh ordia’s supporters. They 
said the amnesty would include armed rebels who briefly seized 
foe republic’s radio and television tower and studio in June. The 
insurgents surrendered after a gun- battle. 


Wallenberg ‘assumed’ to be alive 


STOCKHOLM (AP) — Prime Minister Card Bildt said Tuesday 
that Sweden must assume diplomat Raoul Wallenberg, the 
rescuer of tens of thousands of Hungarians, may still be alive 47 
years after die Soviet army arrested tern. Wallenberg, imprisoned 
in the Soviet Union in January 1945 after be rescued tens of 
thousands of Hungarians from die Nazis, would have become 80 
years old Tuesday if he were alive. “As long as contrary has not 
been proved, we must assume that he may still be alive,” Bildt 
said in a statement commending Wallenberg’s war-time deeds. 
The Soviet Union has never given any proof of what happened to 
Wallenberg, except for a memorandum, dated July 17, 1947, 
saying the Swedish diplomat had died of a heart attack that year 
— at the age of 35 in Moscow’s infamous Lubyanka Prison. 


Surinam, rebels reach peace pact 


PARAMARIBO, Surinam (R) — Amerindian and African 
guerrilla groups readied a peace accord with Surinam’s govern- 
ment designed to restore the prosperity and political stability this 
South American country lost a decade ago. Hundreds of 
insurgents, who first took up arms in 1986 to topple the former 
military regime, agreed to surrender their weapons within two 
weeks, negotiators said. A key element is a decision to grant 
amnesty to guerrillas and to the military despite h uman rights 
abuses, including executions, by soldiers a gains t critics and 
suspected rebel sympathisers. A blanket amnesty for both skies 
was opposed by some members of the government but it was 
deemed necessary to secure lasting peace with army co mmander 
Colonel Desi Bouteise, who led coups in 1980 and 1990. 

Senate restricts U.S. nuclear tests 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate has voted to sharply restrict 
— and eventually end — U.S. testing of nuclear weapons, defying 
President George Bush and culminating a four-decade struggle by 
testing opponents. On a vote of 68-26, senators voted to add the 
anti-testing provision to a S22 billion measure financing federal 
water and energy projects in the year that be gins Oct. 1. Majority 
leader George Mitchell called the action “an historic acknow- 
ledgement of the transformation of international politics” and 
took a swipe at what be termed Mr. Bush’s “poor record” on the 
testing issue. “Surely there has to be some kind of an end to this 
activity,” said Sen. Marie Hatfield, and Oregon Republican. “Are 
we really locked into the proposition that testing goes on in 
perpetuity?” The provision pushed by Sen. Hatfield, Sen; 
Mitchell and Democratic Sen. James Eton of Nebraska, would 
impose a mne-month moratorium on nuclear weapons tests, then 
permit limited safety testing for three yean. Testing would be 
halted altogether in 1996. 


Suspected Sikhs kill 29 Hindus 


LUCKNOW, India (R) — Suspected Sikh militants shot dead 29 
Hindu^ including three women and two children, in the northern 
state of Uttar Pradesh, police said. The bullet-ridden bodies of 
the vuaros, who had-been reported missing from two vfflages 
sm« Fnttay, were found on the banks of the Khannanr RW 
about 28 kilometres from Pffibfait town, police said in the state 
capital Lucknow. Police said the massacre could have been 
earned out on Sunday but that would only be confirmed by a 
postmortem of the victim’s bodies. The victims, from Khongatai 
and Smvnagar villages, were reported missing Friday after they 
went into the nearby forest to collect firewood, said Deputy 
Inspector General of Police A.K. Mhra. The two villages are 10 
kilometres apart and the bodies were found midway between 


Russia, 
Ukraine 
strike deal 
on Black 
Sea Fleet 


MUKHALATKA, Ukraine (R) 
— Russia and Ukraine have pa- 
pered over their differences on 
how to divide the Black Sea 
Fleet. 


Presidents Boris Yeltsin and 
Leonid Kravchuk stepped back 
from the brink of confrontation at 
a hastily-convened meeting on 
the Crimean coast — patrolled by 
some of the warships which the 
two Slav giants have been arguing 
over since the Soviet Union col- 
lapsed. 

The two leaders described the 
accord as an example of their new 
spirit of cooperation. Bat they 
may only have succeeded in put- 
ting off the day of reckoning. 

The agreement transfers the 
fleet from Commonwealth to 
joint Russian-Ukrainian com- 
mand. It clears the way for the 
signing of a friendship and coop- 
eration treaty as well as impor- 
tant trade and economic accords. 

“The decision is in the interests 
of Ukraine, Russia, Crimea and 
the Black Sea Fleet,” Mr. Yeltsin 
told a news conference after the 
talk*. 

“People predicted the com- 
plete collapse of this summit, but 
I want to disappoint those 
prophets. There is a result ” 

There were signs at Monday’s 
meeting near the popular Black 
Sea resort of Yalta that a new 
period of Rusrian-Ukraimaii “de- 
tente” was beginning. 

Bat the thorny question of how 
to settle rival claims to the fleet’s 
380 ships, including 48 battleships 
and 70,000 men, remains to be 
decided. 


Bonn indicates it would like 
permanent Security Council seat 


BONN (R) — Germany, keen to 
play a more active role in world 
affairs since it united in 1990, 
gave the strongest indication yet 
that it would like a permanent 
seat on the 15-member United 
Nations Security Council. 

Asked about newspaper spe- 
culation that Bonn was lobbying 
behind the scenes for a place 
alongside permanent members 
the United States, Russia, China, 
France, and Britain. Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Rainer 
Moeller said: 


“Our position is known. There 
will be no initiative from oor 
side.” 

Bnt in a departure from Ger- 
many’s traditional reticence on 
the subject, he added: 

“Of course ... if as a result of 
initiatives by others there 
•were to be changes in die make- 
up of the U.N. Security Council, 
then we would have to protect 


oar interests and respond approp- 
riately.” 

* The feet that we are not taking 
the initiative does not mean we 
have no interest in die matter,” 
Mr. Moeller added. “That is not 
the case.” 

German officials said the 
spokesman’s remarks reflected 
Bonn’s view that die question of 
reorganising Security Council 
seats bad become more topical. 

Japan, like Germany a defe- 
ated power in World War II, has 
been poshing openly fora perma- 
nent Security Council seat. 

The German magazine Der 
Spiegel reported in February that 
U.N. Secretary-General Boutros 
Ghali wanted the Council to take 
in five more permanent members 
— Germany, Japan, India, Brazil 
and Nigeria. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl has 
said Germany has no interest in 
seeking a permanent seat. 

Stung by criticism of Bonn’s 


refusal to send troops to the U.N. 
operation in the Gulf last year, 
Mr. Kohl has been presang for 
Germany to become more active 
in world affairs. 

In particular, he wants Ger- 
many to start sending troops on 
U-N. peace missions. This is likely 
to require an amendment to the 
constitution, which is widely in- 
terpreted as prohibiting the de- 
spatch of German troops outside 
the NATO area. 

Mr. Mueller said Genpany was 
confident that as part of growing 
political union in die European 
Community, the permanent seats 
now held by EC members Britain 
and France would gradually be 
“europeanised.” 

Meanwhile, Germany became 
die first European country to 
start dumping its cold war arsenal 
on the scrapbeap Monday when 
officials lit a blowtorch to destroy 
a Soviet-made armoured car and 
a cannon.

Clinton as a foreign policy 
neophyte who would raise taxes 
by $150 billion if elected to the 
White House on Nov. 3. 

Without mentioning Mr. Clin- 
ton by name. Mr. Bush said Mr. 
Clinton had been saying that 
America was a second-rate pow- 
er, and that his economic plans 
would lead to a major tax in- 
crease. 

Ms. Matalin, who released the 
stinging statement Sunday as 
Bush and Clinton forces traded

ples is 5 foot 9 inches tall (1.75 
metres). “Is that short?” he said. 
Huffman, who was nominated for 
a Tony in the part, stands 5 foot 
10 (1.78 metres). On Monday 
night. Maples appeared nervous 
and stiff at first but relaxed con- 
siderably as the show went on. 
Maples had rehearsed for the past 
four weeks, often up to six boors 
a day. Mr. Trump said the 28- 
year-old Ms. Maples was “very 
nervous” Monday but added ihat 
“she’s confident she has real ta- 
lent- If she pulls this off tike I 
know she can, it’ll show great 
courage,” said Mr. Trump. 
“There’s truly a lot of pressure 
on her.”

LONDON (R) — American pop 
idol Michael Jackson has reco- 
vered after an illness that forced 
him to cancel a London concert at 
the last minute Saturday and is to 
resume his British tour, his 
spokesman said Monday. 
“Michael is extremely excited to 
begetting bade on stage with Ms 
ran,” spokesman Bob Jones 
said, More than 70,000 fens were 
left disappointed when Jackson 
called off the Wembley Stadium 
concert less than an hour before 
be was due on stage. Plans are 
under way to reschedule the 
show. Jones, speaking at Jack- ; 
son’s central London hotel sur- ‘f 
rounded by dozens of fens im- 
ploring him to “tell Michael we 
love hum”, said Jackson had been 
suffering from a viral infection. 

He said doctors treating the 33- 
year-old singer pronounced him 
fit to play his next date, at Cardiff 
on Wednesday.
